Director Sherman E. Lee of The Cleveland Museum of Art today 
announced the appointment of William S. Talbot as assistant curator in the 
department of Paintings. Mr. Talbot, born in New York City, is a specialist 
in 19th and 20th century European and North American art in which he did 
graduate study at New York University's Institute of Fine Arts.
